Ceal, iron and labor are cheap and 
avundant, and in many cases they are 
even exempt from taxation, yet notwith- 
standing the northern manufacturer can, 
in almost every instance ley down his 
products in the principal cities of the 
south for less money than the native 
manufacturers. Why is this? Because 
the local rate of freights is very [requcut. 
ly as much for one hundred miles, as is 
the through rate from New York, Balti- 
more and Cincinnati. The same is true 
of cotton, which can be shipped to the 
north, manufactured, and returned to the 
south and sold for the same, or less 
money than if worked up at home. There 
are millions of acresof excclient agni- 
cultural aad rich coal and iron lands 
lying idle in the souts that would have 
been developed and set.led upon doag 
since but forthe one great drawback— 
lack of cheap transportation. The object 
of the Rome convention was to endprse 
the Atlantic and Great Westera al 
project, which, if carried out, will’ give 
them the relief there they seek, affording 
them cheap transportation for their sub- 
sistence from the west as well as for 
tuecir cotton to the seaboard. The plant- 
ers of the south, unlike our farmers of 
the north, buy all they eat, and are, 
therefore, great'y dependant upon the 
west for their scbsistence, hence the 
canal project is of as much importance 
to the westasto the south. Even your 
own state of Ohio is interested in it, for 
Northera Alabama furnishes Ohio man- 
ufacturers annualiv, with thousands of 
tons of the bes iron ia the market, 
every ton of which is shipped by rail. 
Col. Frobel, United States engtacer, has 
just completed his last survey from which 
it appears that by using the river route, 
one hundred and thirty miles of canal 
can be avoided, and the cust of construc- 
tion greatly Icesened, reducing — the 
amount of canal to be built to less than 
fifty miles, thus opening up a eplendid 
injand navigation through a vast agricul 
tural, mineral and coal section from the 
Atlantic seaboard to the great west, and 
which, if consummated, wil! undoubted- 
ly prove of great importance, not only 
to the south, but to the west as well, and 
contribute largely to the success of tlie 
direct trade movement which is now so 
thoroughly agitating t_e public mind of 
the south. A committee of the United 
States scnate made an examination of 
the propcsed route, and their report was 
uganimously in favor of the completion 
ef the work, Congress, during the last 
scission, made an appropriation of $666,- 
000 to this enterprise, andthat amount is 
new being expeaded in cl:aring out the 
Toavessee river and opening the Muscle 
Shoal canal, a part of this great route. 
It is really singular that so few people 
are awsie of bow much has 
becn done, and what appropriations have 
been secured by the persistent and de- 
termined action of the few cnergetic, 
hopeful and public spirited men who 
have been controllivg this movement. 
UL, 8S. Senators Gordon and Norwood 
have both been active and faithful friends 
of the enterprise, and they have worked 
unceasingly to accomplish its full and 
speedy consummation, and I trust tie 
day is not far distant when you, Mr. Ed- 
itor, may ‘‘paddle you own canvge,”’ from 
Cleveland te Savannah, without thanks 
to avy railroad corporation. I am well 
aware of the, I think unjust, prejudice 
existing in the minds of manty intelligent 
persons against granting national aid to 
railroads und other similarschemes. Yet 
without such aid would our western ter- 
riiory have been opened up aa it is to-day? 
Lapprehend not. Ladmit the building of 
the Central and Union Pacific railroads— 
the greatst swindle of them all— 
made millionaires of Leland Sanford, C. 
P. Huntingdon, Mark Hopkins, the 
Crockers, and a few others, but aid not 
the country after all reap a correspond- 
ing benefit ? What would the millions 
of acres of tillable land west of Omaha, 
the coal and iron of Wyoming,the bound. 
Jess mine:al wealth of Utah, (which Mr. 
Lincoln predicted would yet become the 
treasury of the notion,) the vast silver 
and base metal mines of Pioche, Eureka, 
Mineral Hill, White Pine, and other 
great mining camps of Nevada, be worth 
to-day without the Central and Union 
Pacitic railroad ? Notone nickle. 

This important enterprise is vastly dif.- 
ferent from the railroad schemes which 
have received large grants of land and 
other government aid. The water 
courses of the country telong to the 
people, and are free to all. The people 
built the railroad to the 
Pacific, but if they de- 
sire to enjoy a ride over it, they must 
pay seven and a half cents per mile for 
the privilege—local rates ten cents. Ac- 
cording to the recent survey all thatwill 
be required is to render the rivers along 
the proposed route navigable to the 
points of intersection and the construc- 
tion of less than fifty miles of canal (all 
of which will cost but a few millions of 
doliars)and we will have a continuous 
water route from Cleveland, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis to Savannah, 
navigable for such crafts as the Baxter 
steamers which ply so successfully the 
Erie canal. The south is poor. She has 
suffered greatly for the errors of her hot 
headed leaders, and is now doing her 
level bes‘ to keep step with her sister 
states on the forward march to progress.

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COTTON CULTURE IN CALIFORNIA. 
The present cotton ricts 


Pacific slope only embracé the

lands near the Merced river, the

tom lands near Centreville and Fresno 
city. Some of the bottom lands are 
a irrigation, but much of the larg- 
est part of the new cotton district is capa- 
ble of irrigation. The peculiarities of 
ithe climate doin fact require artificial 
supplies of moisture. 

The experiments of the past y car were 
made on tracts of land of from forty to 
one hundred and sixty acres each. The 
product averaged one-half of a bale of 
500 pounds of lint an acre, and on this 
basis California claims au average yield 
double that of the Gulf states. 1,500 
pounds of secd cotton yielded 500 pounds 
of lint. The quality is said to be supe- 
tior. A peculiar whiteness and fineness 
of fibre is claimed for it. The Livirpool 
and New Orleans exchanges agree in 
grading it as ‘ful! middlings,” and pro- 
bounce it equal to the best staple in the 
niirket. 

It was admitted in a lecture recently 
delivered before the San Francisco uni- 
versity that the culture will necessarily be 
mostly confined to the uplands, as the 
price of labor is too high to keep the bot- 
tom lands free from the inherent sun- 
flowers, mustard and wild tobacco which 
grow there fprodigiously. In plowing 
the ground in the uplands, mo beds or 
ridges are required, such as is necessary 
in the southern stotes, only a simple fur- 
row of three to five inches being needed. 
This advantage is gainc from the dry 
climate and soil and freedom from the 
heavy rains of the south, which necessi- 
tates Urainage. Seed planted’ in June 
came up in four days; earlier and late 
plauting took from five to fifteen days. 
Picking begins ia earnest fzom four 
months from the tiase of planting. Gen- 
rally, the blooms begin opening towards 
the end of June; the bolls attain good 
size in Augus’; they begin opening in 
September, and soon the fields are white. 
As regards labor, we learn that that of 
Chinese is the oaly kind available for 
picking. One industrious worker. can 
cultivate and ‘‘lay by’’ from fifteen to 
twenty acres of cotton, but. it requires at 
least eight men to gather that 

amount im. good scason, On 
Mississippl bottem flats one man can 
Cultivate about ten and two or 
three hands can pick it. Chiacte labor 
costs for picking ene cent per pound, 
when fed, or acent anda half a pound 
if they board themselves. Ii costs in 
different localities to pick and pack an 
average of about three cents a pound lint 
Cost of crop when “laid by” from $6 to 
$8 per acre. Cheaper transportation and 
improved irrigating facilities are needed 
to make the business a success.

posed to be satisfactory to both parties. 
It 13 a very ich district. Gold 
is found in albuudance in the soil, and 
pearl fisheries along the coast. Its pro- 
ducts are giuger, guts percha, cocoa, 
coffee and other grewths of a tropical 
climate, and it bas long been a coveted 
ficid in the eyes of English traders, 

Those English traders are supposed to 
beatthe bottom of the present war, 
sure itis thatthe chiefs in the disput- 
ed territory suddeuly appealed fo 
arms against the Liberian’ gov- 
ernment. They summoned all their 
ail.es from tbe interior, gathered their 
crops and prepared fo makean attack by 
thousands. The first onset occurred about 
a month ago. It should be borne in mind 
that all these savages are well supplied 
with arms of"good patterns, which were 
furnished by the English traders, The bel- 
ligerents are in fact armed with about 
equal weapons. But the natives can 
muscer thousands, while the colony can 
only oppose them with hundreds. 

The Liberians have armed and for- 
warded to the seat of war several hun- 
dred mep, and perhaps great activity and 
skili may enable them to rescue the dream 
of the colonizationists from destruction; 
but the friends of colonizition in this 
country are alarmed at the prospect. 
The whole history of Liberia has 
not been a happy one. The dupes of 
the carpetbaggers in this country 
do not become statesmen. or 
even good citizens by crossing the seas. 
The intrigues of the British merchants 
should however be baffled, and we hope 
to hear that the invaders have been beat- 
en back to the interior. Liberia affords 
the only convenient opportunity of work- 
ing out the much mooted theory of Afri- 
can colonization, and on that account 
also we hope it may be able to withstand 
all the efforts of the new and formidable 
army of invasion.

A correspondent of the Savannah 
News, after referring to Hon. Joshua 
Hili’s account of the remarkable hai, 
storm in Jasper and Butts counties, thir- 
ty or more years ago, adds a few more 
modern instances of remarkable weather 
in Georgia: 

About the beginning of the present 
century a violent hurricane swept across 
Georgia, pretty nearly in the track of 
the most violent ones of the present year. 
A little later than the end of the first 
quarter of the century another tremen- 
dous wind passed through in a somewhat 
different course. Both of them passed 
through Putnam county, from 
where I write, and the traces of both 
may be discovered even at the present 
day. Ini774there was, in this state, 
a severe frost in May, which killed large 
trecs. In January, 1827, the Oconee 
river was frozen over near Milledgeville, 
and the Savannah river at Augusta. The 
winter of 1828 was unusually mild, the 
mercury ranging, the first ten days in 
January, from sixty. four to seventy-six 
degrees. The jessamine, woodbine, al- 
thea, hyacinth, and jonquil were 1n full 
bloom. China and plum trees were in 
bloom inthe up-country. Many people 
lost all their pork. That was in the days 
when Georgia planters had pork to lose. 
On the 5th of April the mercury fell to 
twenty-six degrees—lower than it had 
been at any time during the winter. 
-The December following the mercury in 
Eatonton stood as high as 74 degrees at 
8 o’clock in the evening. In 1881 there 
was frost onthe 25th and 26th ~— in 
latitude as low as Savannah. ‘In July 
the mercury in Eatonton fell to 
sixty-four degrees. In 1832 
the mercury in middle Georgia was at 
six degrees. February Sth, 1835, mer- 
cury taree degrees below zero in. Eaton- 
ton. January 25th, same year, the mer- 
cury in New England froze. March 8th, 
1837, hailstones fell in Pike county 
large as hen eggs; destroyed win- 
dows and killed a hozse, May 29th, vio- 
lent hailstorm in Wiikes.

all the property and franchises of the 
defendant company, and’ they file this 
bill in behalf of themselves and all other 
holders of similar bonds who 
Shall be entitled to avail themselves of 
the suit. The purpose and prayer cf the 
billis, that the trust deed given to secure 
said bonds may be construed that the 
trustees therein named, or their substi- 
tutes to be appointed by the court, may 
be compelled to execute the trusts created 
by the deed of trust, to take possession 
of said railway and appurtenances, and 
all property granted by the deed of trust, 
and sell the same at public auction, for 
the payment of the principal and inter-

Carolina, ratificd Anzust 3d, 1868, it was 
prov ded ilat the Air-Line Railroad 
company in South Carolina was author- 
ized ‘“‘to extend, construct, cquip ard 
operate its road within the limits of 
North Carol ua, from any point on the 
South Carolina line to tig town of Char- 
lotte, in North Carolina. 

The three acts being in force, the leg 
islature of Georgia, by an act approved 
September 7, 1868, declared ‘that the 
Georgia Air Line company be, and they 
are hereby, authorized to consolidate, 
combive or unite With any other railroad 
company or companies, directly or ind1- 
rectly connecting therewith (or tovunite 
the management of said companies) upon 
such terms, conditions and provisions as 
shall be agreed upon by and between such 
companies so consolidating or uniting, 
aud thereupon such consolidated or 
united companies shall be invested in this 
state with all the rights and privileges 
conferred upon, and be subject to all the 
restrictions imposed by, the original 
charter of the said Georgia Air-Line 
company and the amendments thereto, 
with tbe right to adopt such other or 
modified corporate name,and to increase 
and diminish the number of directors 
now provided for or as shall be deter- 
mined oa and agreed upon by such com- 
panies.” 

And the legislature of South Carolina, 
by an act approved September [5th, 
1863, entitled ‘‘An act to amend 
an act entitled an act to incorpo- 
rate the Air Line Railroad Compa- 
ny in South Carolina,” declared (Sec- 
tion 2) “that If said company 
shall (as authorized by its charter) con- 
solidate or unite with any other compa- 
ny orcompanies, it may adopt such other 
or modified corporate name, and increase 
or diminish the number of directors now 
provided for, as sball be deomed best, 
and agreed upon by such companies.” 

In pursunce of the authority granted 
by these acts of the legislature of Geor- 
gia and South Carolina, it is alleged

Necessarily the par- 
ties interested in the fund to be recovered 
by a sale musi be very bumcrous, and 
many of them must be unknown, To 
require all of them to be made actual 
parties, and in case of the death of any, 
that the suit should be revived in the 
name of the present representative of 
the deceased party before any final decree 
could be rendered, would be to deny 
the bondholders any relief in this court. 
The course and practice of courts of 
equity is not so exacting and oppressive. « 
The rule and the general equity practice 
provides that the case may proceed when 
the court has sufficient parties before it 
to represent all the adverse interests of 
the plaintiffs and defendants. 

There is no complaint here that any 
interest except thatof the bondholders 
who are not parties is not represented. 

But the interests of all the bondholders 
are represented 1st by those who are actu- 
al partics complainant,and by the trustees 
of the trust deed who are mace defend- 
ants. ‘he trustees were expressly ap- 
pointed to represent the bondholders, 
and if the suit had been brought by them 
it would not have been necessary to make 
all the bondholders complainants or de- 
defendants. The course is to file the bill 
in behalf of all who choose to come in as 
complainants and bear their share of the 
costs of the suit, or allow them to pro- 
pound their claims and interest beforc the 
master. 

2, Redfield on the Law of Railway, 
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This has beenthe course pursued in 
this case, and Lam clear that all. the 
parties necessary to the decree asked are 
before the court. 

2. The next objection to . the . decree 
prayed for is that there can be no sale of 
the trust property orany part of it, to

One of the solicitors for the defend- 
ants, however, admits that there may be 
a decree for interest in default and a sale 
of so much of the property covered by 
the deed of trust as is’necessary to pay 
the interest due, but insists that no more 
can be sold. 

The terms of the deed of trust ought 
to be very clear to justify the court in 
holding that there could’be no sate; even 
for interest, until the year 1900. Here 
are bonds to the amount of $4,248,000 
bearing eight per cent. interest, payable 
semi-annually, and due as to principal in 
thirty years. The property covered . by 
the deed of trust to secure these bonds, 
is not estimated to have cost over $7,000,- 

. If no interest were paid until! the 
maturity of the bonds, the principal and 
interest would then amount to over 
$20,000,000, calculating interest of the | 
interest coupons as they matured. For 
this vast sum the bondholders would have 
a security on property which only cost $7,- 
000,000. Ia the meantime during nearly 
the life of a generation, the railway con- 
pany would hold the money of<the bond- 
holders, and, although it had avreed fo 
pay interest semi-annually could refuse 
to comply with its contract and the bond- 
holder would be without amy affected 
remedy. _I do not believe there is a rail- 
road company so bold,asto ask a loaa 
of money on a deed of trust which could 
bear such aconstruction or a capitalis 
so foolish ag to grant the loan. 

There are certain expressioris in the 
deed of trust which give some faint color 
to the theory under consideration, but 
there are other Clauses which indicate a 
contrary purpose most unmistakably,

On the other band, complainants insist 
that a default inthe payment of inster- 
est makes b6¢{H* principal and» ip t 
due, and that the court should order a 
sale for the Whole amount of both princi- 
pal and interest. Without goivg into a 
critical examination of the language 
of the deed of trust, I content 
myeelf with saying that it seems very 
clear that when the interest.is ip arrear 
the trustecs may sel! the entire trust prop- 
erly. The trust deed seems to contemplate 
but one sale, and on such sale a full aud 
complete settlement of the trust. 

Conceding then that there must bea 
sale to pay the int-rest due and unpaid, 
the question arises should there be a sale 
of the entire trust property, or only a 
part of it, £&>>" 

I think this question is settled by 
the averment of the bijladmitted by the 
answer of the defendant railroad comp:- 
ny, and no where in the pleadings denicd 
that the railroad and its appurtenances is 
in the nature of an entirety and constitutes 
One and acontinuous line,and that its uai- 
ty and continuity arethe most important 
elements of itg value, andthat to separate 
any part frof# “py: other p.urt, would 
greatly impair the whole. 

This averment of the billis not only ad- 
mitted by the answer of the defendant 
company, but there is not a scrap of evi- 
dence in the record to show that it is not 
entirely truc. 

And as ageneralrule it must be evi- 
dent that to cut up a railroad and eell it 
by piece meal, would destroy its value. 
While asale of aparticular part might 
be made in some cases without serious 
detriment to the part sold, yet from that 
fict it would ty no means follow that 
the residue would remain uninjured. 
That where a mortgage or deed of 
trust is given to secure the interest and 
principal of notes or bonds, and the 
mortgaged property canzot be sold in 
parts without injury to is value, the 
whole may be#old cn default of the pay- 
ment of interest when the principal is 
due, is sustained by the following au- 
thorities:

In the case of the Philadelphia and 
Wilmington railroad company vs. Mary- 
land, 10 Howard, 392, Mr. Chief Justice 
‘laney said, ‘‘The plaintiff in error isa 
corporation composed of several milroad 
companies, which had been previously 
chartered by the statesof Maryland, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania, and which, 
by corresponding laws of the respective 
states, were united together and form one 
corporation under the name and style of 
the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more railroad company. The road of 
this corporation extends from Baltimore 
to Philadelphia.” 

These remarks of Judge Taney are 
cited with approval in the case of Rail 
road company vs. Harris, 12 Wall, 82, 
by the supreme court, and the court 
added, ‘‘We see no reason why several 
states cannot, by competent legislation, 
unite in creating the same corporation, 
or in combining several pre-existing cor- 
porations into a single one.”
